Berlin, Oct. 13—A Tien Tsin dispatch 


dated the 12th, says: "At a conference 
of diplomatists in Pekin, the 8th, the 
German ntote of the 1st, was discussed 


"In regard to the. first point, whether 


the list of ringleaders contained in the 
Chinese emperor's edict was complete, 
the conference declared the names of 
the chief culprits, Tunfe Fuh Sian and 
Yu Ssin were omitted. 


"On point two, it was decided the 


punishment was inadequate. 


"On point three, it was concluded the 


penalties must be carried into effect by 
delegates of the legations." 


Paris, Oct. 13—A trustworthy cable 


from Shanghai says that General Liu, 
chief of the Black Flags, has left Cart- 
ton at the head of a 
considerable 


force. He will traverse the providence 
of Hu Na and try to cross the Yang 
Tse at Oua, then, traversing the prov- 
ince Ho Nan, will join the empress at 
Sian Fu, capital of the province of 
Shen Si, for the purpose of acting as 
her body guard.

tion. 
M. DeWollont's note is not made pub- 
lic, but it can' fee stated however, it was 
the result of extended exchanges be- 
tween the French and Russian govern- 
ments relative to the six proposals in 
the French note. It expressed approval 
of the various proposals and then add- 
ed new suggestions relative to givin'g 
the Hague tribunal jurisdiction in in- 
demnity in case there be divergence in 
views. 


Not being a formal proposition but 


merely incident to approval of tha 
Frei|oh note, it has not called for for- 
mal reply or acceptance, but the Rus- 
sian authorities, have been 
furnished 


with a aopy of the American reply to 
the French note wherein 
our 
ap- 


proval is given to the Russian sugges- 
tion, so it is none less effective in giv- 
infe American adherance to the plan. 


It is- understood, also, that Austria 


and Italy, probably Japan, will look 
with favor upon the Hague suggestion. 


The movement promises to give the 


first practical realization to the czar's 
movement in bringing about the inter- 
national congress of the Hague. 


The court of arbitrationl has received 


the approval of the various govern- 
ments represented at the Hague and 
its formal organization is in progress.

Interesting to know," says Dr. Morrison, 
"whether this ever reached Washing- 
ton."

He says that 
the Boxers only became important alter 
the Germaa occupation of ICiao Chou. 
The Chinese were ascribing the dis- 
astrous drouth and famine with other 
troubles to the judgment of heaven for 
the usurpation of the empress dowager. 


She seized upon the Bexer movement, 


according to Dr. Morrison, as a means 
of diverting popular wrath from her- 
self to the foreigners and appointed 
Yu Hsien, founder of the Boxer sect, to 
be governor of Bha.n Tung, in Mareh, 
1899. 
Thus, under imperial protection, 


the Boxers preached the doctrine that it 
•was the foreigners and not the «m- 
presa dowager who had aroused th* 
wrath of the gods. 


As if in answer to the Boxers came 


the anti-foreign outrages, culminating 
In the destruction of the railway station 
at Feng Tal. 
The long-awaited rains 


came on May 28, and were regarded as 
a Sign of the direct sanction of the higher 
powers to the work of the Boxers. 


Three days later extra foreign guards 


for the legations arrived. 
The Boxers 


became increasingly audacious, and 
thing* went from bad to worse, until 
the legations were ordered to quit Pe- 
kin, and Baron Von Kelteler was killed. 
There is not a shadow of doubt but that 
his murder was deliberately planned by 
tha authorities, and executed by an offi- 
cer resplendent In the uniform of th* 
Imperial troops.

In 
the eight months ending with Augu 
Imports of raw materials for use In 
manufacturing 
amounted 
In round 


numbers to 5200,000,000 against a little 
over $100,000,000 in the corresponding 
months of 1896, and the exports of 
manufactured goods were $304.000,000 
against $163,000,000 in the corresppnd- 
Ing months of 1896. Thus in both Im- 
portation of raw materials for use In 
manufacturing and in exportation of 
the finished product the figures of the 
present year are nearly double those of 
1896. 


The total Imports of the eight months 


just ended exceed by $93.000,000 the 
imports of the corresponding months 
of 1896, while the single Item of man- 
ufacturers' materials itself shows an 
increase of 587,000,000. Raw materials 
for use in manufacturing formed In the 
eight months of 1896 but 23y2 per cent 
of the total imports, while in the corre- 
sponding eight months of 1900 they 
formed 35.2 per cent 
Manufactures 


formed In the eight months of 1896 
28.7 of the total exports and In eight 
months of 1900 formed 33.8 per cent 
and in August, 1900, 35.2 per cent of 
the total exports of domestic products.

IN THE PEKING SIEGE. 


Experience of Mr. ••• K*t). Bwta*. 


ChlBMo Vm» of mimmm. 


The first of thoa» who wtr*/ penned 


up in the British legation daring the 
Hlege of Peking to reach Victoria, B. 
C., were Mr. and Mrs. Ewlng of the 
American mission board, who arrived 
there the other afternoon on th* North- 
ern Pacific steamer Duke of Fife, on 
their way to New York. They Itft Pe- 
king on Aug. 22 in an American con- 
voy, and Mrs. Ewlng says little iu tho 
way of rations could be obtained by 
the missionaries. 


Mr. and Mrs. Ewlng repeat the story 


of the siege as it is already known. 
They tell of a mine which the enemy 
had planted close to the British lega- 
tion, but which was fortunately dis- 
covered in time, says the New York 
Evening Sun. A mysterious noise bad 
been heard for some time underneath 
the walle, and upon digging down the 
defenders found a tunnel 12 feet high 
and 171 feet long. After a little ven- 
tilation Mr. Gamewell, who had charge 
of the fortifications, entered and found 
a quantity of explosives, sufficient to 
have blown the whole of the legation 
away had the mine been successfully 
fired. 


The defense of the legations pales, 


say the icfugees, before the defense 
of the Peltang, or the Roman Catholic 
mission nt Peking. There were there 
Bishop Favier, six or seven priests, 
ebout 2,030 native converts, men, wo- 
men and children, with 30 French and 
10 Italian guards, only 40 rifles in all. 
When one of the guards fell, his rifle 
was banded to a native convert. The 
tnemy exploded five mines altogether 
under the besieged. In one explosion 
about 80 persons, principally women 
and children, and live Italian guards 
were killed. After the relief another 
large mine was discovered under the 
church itself. If exploded, It would 
ha\;e caused a tremendous loss of life. 
Electric conductors were found in this 
mine. 


The Peitang beat the legations in one 


thing, In that the converts succeeded 
In capturing one of the enemy's guns, 
with its ammunition, and in making 
ammunition when the captured supply 
was exhausted. 


For two months there was no com- 


munication between the Pelttag and 
the legations, and neither knew bow 
the others were faring. At the end 
the rations nt the Peitang were reduc- 
ed to two onr.t-os -of rice a day, with a 
little horse i 'tnt for the fighting men. 
If relief 1: .1 not come when it did, 
the major;-.• cf the 2,000 converts, the 
priests nuii :l:o bisters must have died 
of starvatio' .

*" IB thereat many of the recipes you find 
In cook liooko and in household pjblica- 
tkm=i you will lind this direction: "Cook 
tv.enty minutes." In most cases this is 
fri-nply a guess, an estimate of the time 
the dish will require for baking. But in 
preparing a souftle the time may almost 
be said-to be absolute, and for the reason 
that the service must be immediate, it 
Is essential to bear in mind this, funda- 
mental rule—bake twenty minutes. No 
Walter whether the souffle be meat, vege- 
table or sweet the Injunction applies 
with equal force. 


The second absolute rule in 
souffle 


making is this—serve Just as soon as 
cooked. In this there can be no excep- 
tion, as failure to observe it spoils the 
dish. 


The third important item is the dish in 


•which the souffle is to b» baked, not be- 
cause a common rlish is not equal to the 
task, but because the food must be served 
In the baking dish, as to remove ifwould 
ruin the souffle altogether. Use there- 
fore cither individual dishes- or some of 
the pretty baking dishes of heavy porce- 
lain, allowing, hewever, IE the use of in- 
dividual dishes a reduction tn the time 
cl cooking from the ge-neral rule given 
above. 


CHICKEN SOTJFFLE. 


Make one pint of chicken stock into a 


white sauce or roux, as it is generally 
called; season with ona teaspoonful of 
onion 3mce, one teaspoonful of chopped 
parsley, one-halt teaspoonful of salt, a 
llttl* pepper and one dessert spoonful of 
lemon juice, and to this roux add one 
pint of very finely chopped chicken 
(cooked). Cook for a couple of minutes; 
add the well beaten yolks of four esgs, 
cook another minute and set aside to*get 
cold. Twenty minutes before the souffle 
is wanted on the table add to this cold 
mixture the whites of live eggs beaten to 
a stiff froth; fill into your baking dish, 
previously well buttered, and bake. 
When done cover with a hot plate and 
hasten to serve. You may prepare the 
souffle up to the point of addJng1 the 
•whites of eg-es the day before if you de- 
sire. 


VEAL SOUFFLEv 


In making a vteal souffle you may pre- 


pare the roux of mixed milk and cream, 
but to the seasoning mentioned above 
you. should add a little lemon peel and 
also a little mace or nutmeg. In fact In 
all meat souffles the condiments may be 
varied to suit the Individual taste, and 
a curry souffle is one highly regarded by 
many. 


CHEESE SOUFFLE1. 


In compounding a cheese souffle make 


a thick, white roux by blending together 
in a saucepan two tablespoonfuls each 
of flour and butter and adding before it 
is browned in the least one-half teacup- 
ful of milk, one saltspooaful of salt and 
a little cayenne pepper. Then add one 
cupful of good American cheese, finely 
grated, drawing the saucepan back away 
from' the fire and stirring until smooth; 
now add the beaten yolks of three egigs, 
c«ok ,a minute longer and set away to 
cool. The s»u e is now ready to receive 
th« whites of the eggs, which must be 
added just before being put in the oven 
to bake. Serve immediately. 


SPINACH SOUFFLE 


Wash the spinach through several 


•waters, sprinkle with salt and put on to 
cook in a porcelain lined dish with only 
enough water to keep from sticking 
(nearly enough will adhere to the leaves 
as you wash them). Cook until tender, 
drain just as dry as possible and chop 
very fine. Reheat and to each peck of 
spinach add one tablespoonful of butter, 
one-half cupful of rich cream and a little 
pepper to season. To each pint of the 
epinach thus prepared add the yolks of 
three eggs and cook just long enough to 
set them, then set away to cool. Twenty 
minutes before it is to be served add 
four baaten whites of eggs and bake. 


OTHER SOUFFLES. 


Fish souffle may be made from almost 


any fish of fine fibre. Canned salmon is 
admittedly nice served as a souffle. To 
make fish souffle your roux should be 
made of milk and cream, but no onion 
Juice should be used. 


A pea soujfle may be made by rubbing 


the peas through a fine sieve and adding 
enough crean to make the pulp about as 
thick a? an ordinary roux Or white 
eauce. Then proceed as with spinach. 


Under the head of sweet souffles must 


be named orange, lemon and chocolate 
preparations, while macaroons', prunes, 
dried fruit or the strained pulip of any 
juicy cooked fruit aro also on the eligible 
list. 


APPLE SOUFFLE. 


Apple souffle will serve as an illustra- 


tion of fruit souffles. Cook to a sauce 
tart apples (as dry as possible); rub 
through a sieve and for each six apples 
add one tablespoonful of butter, two- 
thirds of a cupful of powdered sugar and 
nutmeg to taste. When cold add the 
beaten yolks of three eggs and the stiffly 
beaten whites of four, put into a d'ish 
and bike. This souffle does not fall as 
quickly a& the others 'given above. Serve 
with cream. 
LOUIS ROIE. 


SCALLOPED SALMON. 


Make a wbite sauce by melting: a table- 


spoonful oC butter In a saucepan and 
blend with it an equal amount of flour, 
stirring in before it browns one pint of 
thin cream. Season with pepper and 
salt. Place in a baking dish a layer of 
canned OT fresh salmon, In good sized 
pieces, cover this layer with the white 
sauce made as above and sprinkle with 
UeiJ ,.rur.-.'.:c. CT.tl—* '" a-Jd Inyr* 
until the dish is full, at the last putting 
on a layer of bread crumbs moistened in 
melted butter. Bake until a rich brown, 
then cover and let stand for fifteen min- 
utw in a hot closet before serving. 


BOILED ARTICHOKES. 


Wash the artichokes well In several 


waters. Seethat no insects lemain about 
them and trim away the leaves at the 
bottom. Cut off the stems and put them | 
into boiling water to which have been i 
added one heaping tables-poonful ot ? i!' 
and a piece of soda the size of a quaru ' 
for each half gallon of water. Keep tl- 
pan uncovered and let them boil quid 
until tender. Thrust a fork into lh 
to ascertain when they are dojie. T:i 
them out, let them drain for a minute < . 
two and serve on nrapl-iir or with n l i t t ' < 
white sauce poured over them. A tui eei. 
of melted butter should accompany thi ui 
If without sauce. Wr-eu left till cold 
they can be served with olive oil and 
vinegar. 


JOLLY BOYS. 


Mix together thoroughly while dry a 


plm, and a half of rye meal, hal£|i pint 
of flour, half a teacupful of cornmeal, 
two pinches o£ cinnamon, a little salt and 
two teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder. 


Add one egg well boaten, two table- 
trpoonfuls each of molas.«es and sugar 
and cold wate.r enough to make a thick 
Isatter. Fry in hot lard, a heaping ta-ble- 
•poonful at a time, until well browned.

Mix together one cupful of sour milk, 


a cupful of sugar, a cupful of raisins 
stoned and chopped, tv.-o eggs, and all 
kinds of spice.

"There's a great field in South Africa 


for American energy and capital, a 
golden opportunity for young men of 
brains and pluck who have good finan- 
cial backing. It's no place for a poor 
man." 


E. O. Relnecke, the resident repre- 


sentative at Cape Town, South Africa, 
for a number of Chicago firms, was 
the speaker, says the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. Mr. Reinecke left Cape Town 
• few weeks ago for a flying visit to 
Chicago and brought with him a lot of 
valuable information about business 
opportunities in that faroff land. 


"South Africa's greatest need today," 


continued Mr. Relnecke, "is local man- 
ufactures. 
It seems hardly credible, 


but between Cape Town and Johannes- 
burg there dees not exist today a sin- 
gle factory producing anything for gen- 
eral consumption. There Is not a pin, 
needle, thread, paper or knitting fac- 
tory In the country- 
-A-ll cooking uten- 


sils and nearly all household furnish- 
ings are imported. Overalls and wear- 
ing apparel, especially of the coarser 
kinds, come from the United Stares 
and England, while of the finer fabrics 
used for dress goods every yard is 
bought abroad. So far as the 'heavier 
lines of manufacturing are concerned- 
farming Implements, mining and loco- 
motive machinery, water and drain 
pipes and such tools and machinery as 
are 
used 
In 
ordinary mechanical 


branches—there Is absolutely nothing 
to suggest that any one ever thought 
of such an undertaking. 


"But such conditions, while they ex- 


cite wonder, are not the most remark- 
able. All the 'fresh' eggs consumed 
in the cities and larger towns are ship- 
ped from New York, while 00 per cent 
of the meat consumed is supplied by 
Chicago packers. It sounds ridiculous, 
I know, but it's a fact. The Boers are 
supposed to be an agricultural people, 
and so they are. They live a nomadic 
life, surrounded by their herds and 
raising enough produce to supply their 
own wants, but they have little to mar- 
ket. You wonder what becomes of the 
beef which their herds furnish. Well, 
some of It gets Into the Portuguese ter- 
ritory, more is consumed by the savage 
tribes which skirt the semicivilized con- 
dition of African life, while a consider- 
able portion of their herds die during 
the long droughts. I think you will 
understand now why American beef 
finds BO large a market In the Afrlcnn 
cities. 


"But of all the absolute necessities 


for which the South African merrlmit 
suffers most a first class job printing 
house is the most pressing. All paper 
bags bearing any printed matter are 
bought in New York. Of course, there 
are printing plants in South Africa, but 
they cannot do satisfactory work. Un- 
der the old regime they secured a pro- 
Liuiiury tariff on ail printed paper—TO 
par cent is the exact figure—and then 
they forced the local merchants to take 
such work as they gave them or pay 
the tariff. Printed paper bags are re- 
turned to the grocers in most South 
African cities just as brewers' bottles 
are to brewers In America. All com- 
mercial printing orders go abroad. All 
of my letter heads, billheads, business 
cards and price currents are printed in 
New York. This Is true also of all the 
companies and mercantile concerns, 
wholesale and retail, throughout the 
country. I have always wondered why 
souie one did not start a match factory 
In the Tra.ni.vaal. At Cape Town there 
is a factory, but they only do the dip- 
ping. All of their stock comes prepar- 
ed from the Onited States. 


"Things rule at almost famine prices 


as compared with American values. 
There Is a large consumptive demand, 
and If American capital would engage 
In the local manufacture of any of the 
foodstuffs used In South Africa failure 
would be hardly possible. 


"One reason South Africa is behind' 


the times in these matters is that ev- 
erybody who went there had Just one 
idea, and that was to get to the gold 
or diamond fields. The country has 
been populated by miners. At Cape 
Town, when I left there, there were 
several thousand of them living at the 
expense of the British government. 
They had come down from the Orange 
Free State and the Transvaal mines. 
They are all broke and are waiting for 
Lord Roberts' permission to return. 
When I left, the same conditions ex- 
isted throughout the country. Nearly 
everybody was idle, for the miner 
would rather sit around and wait for 
his chance to get back to his claim than 
undertake anything else, 
I estimate 


there are at least 20,000 idle men in 
Africa today. They will all be at work 
as soon as conditions permit, and thou- 
sands more will join them, and this 
has been the history of Africa year in 
and year out. 


"But let me offer a piece of advice. 


No man should think of going to South 
Africa unless provided with some cap- 
ital. Manual labor Is no longer at a 
premium. What is required are'brains 
•nd capital to supply the needs of the 
present and Increasing population. Any 
man f>f *ri»rntr<» lnt*>l!l«rrnr*. nrqnalnt- 
ed with American methods and ani- 
mated by a desire to permanently es- 
tablish himself in business, can hardly 
fail to find suitable opportunities for 
accomplishing his purpose while the 
present primitive conditions continue 
to exist 
I believe In South Africa, 


•nd that Is why I am located there."

Some Would-be Voters Will 


be Left Out Unless They 


Pay Attention 


FEWER VOTERS THAN LAST YEAR 


For the City Election, Although a Few 


More Than For Last Year's State 
Election. The Figures by Wards 


So far the registration of voters in 


this city has 
been 
so extremely 


light as to cause surprise. The regis- 
trars were in session again yesterday, 
but not over 'J5 voters had their names 
added to the lists. There are onlly two 
more s«esions of the registrars before 
the national election, and unless some 
attention is paid to the matter, the 
presidential vote in the city will be far 
smaller than it should he. 


At the present time the total regis- 


tration is smaller than that for the city 
election last year, although it is some- 
what larger than that for the state 
election of 1899. But with new Voters 
during the year, the number should al- 
ready be considerably above the total 
of last year for the city election. 


The registrars will be in session, next 


Monday frorii 2 to 5 in the afternoon 
an'J from 7 to 9 in the evening-. Any 
on "Wednesday, the last day of regis- 
tration, from noon till 10 o'clock in the 
evening. Any -would-be voter whose 
name is not on the lists at that time, 
•n ill lose the opportunity to vote in the 
November election. 


So Jar about two-thirds of those who 


have registered have been new voters, 
but every voter in the city should take 
pains within the next few days to see 
that his name is correctly on the list, 
so that there may be no chanfce of his 
losing his vote.

SMILING AT FATE 


Pittsfield Making Brave Effort to Re. 


eever From Census Figures 


Plttsfleld is now busily engaged in 


the beautiful occujxitiun of making 
the best of it. or as tne poem has it, 
is "smiling at fate." The smile io a 
sad little effort, but the city should be 
commended for makins it so bravely. 
Commenting on the census figures giv- 
ing that city a population of only 21,- 
766, the PittsHeld Eagle says: 


"The result of the enumeration is 


somewhat of a disappointment, as it 
was expected that the populationwould 
reach the 23,000 mark, but still there 
is no reason to believe the work of the 
enumerators was not 
carefully 
done 


and as nearly correct as possible un- 
der the circumstances. Of course there 
are many citizens who will say they 
had Ho knowledge of being visited by 
an enumerator, but thpt is not always 
evidence that the person's name was 
not taken, as in many cases tho enu- 
merators take information from others 
than the individuals themselves. How- 
ever, the figures as given represent a 
solid and permanent population and 
with the new Stanley short.? on the 
verge of expansion the growth of Pitts- 
field for the next few years is bound 
to g-o on faster than formerly. 


"Although the census return shows 


that mimericallv Pittsfield is the sec- 
ond city in size in Berkshire county, 
still this city has no reason to feel 
ashamed at the showing it has made 
during the last decade. 


Then, too, the number of registered 


voters here in 1899 was 4578 against 
3703 in. tfle Tunnel city; our valuation, 
as established in 1899, was 515,712,351, 
whereas that of North Adams was but 
$9,092,560, public institutions, churches, 
etc., 
b<Mn<r taken into consideration, 


this city is verv much in the lead," 


The Pittsfield Journal pays: 
"It cannot b<s denied that the censiis 


returns so far as the population of 
Pittsfield is concerned are very dis- 
appointing. The present conditions, 
however, are such that it seems safe 
to predict a larger growth in Pitts- 
field during the next three years than 
it had in the past 10 years. That is 
a very hopeful outleok. ''••'' 


"The returns are so mvch lower than 


were expected that some will 
even 


question the -thoroughness and accur- 
acy of the last eovgrnment census. Tt 
is to be regretted that present methods 
do not secure the persons best adapted 
for the work, and there have been sev- 
eral places where newspapers have 
retaken a census to show cross errors 
in the regular census. It hardly seems 
probable that Pittsfield has only 21,766 
people within its limits, and yet it 
would seem as if in 
<* ^own this size 


not many giarlmr errors 
could have 


been made. So the figures given will 
have to stand as the official figures for 
another five years. 


In 1880 iPttsfield's v-/pulatlon 
was 


13,364, which shows that in 20 years 
Pittsfield's increase has oeen about 63 
per cent, whtle in the same 
seriod 


North Adams grew from 10,192 to 24,200 
an increase of about 136 per cent.
